Gey ser, which means “rush 
lng,” is an Icelandic word that ha« 
been adopted by all the world. 
Saxo, 
n Danish writer of the Twelfth cen 
Jury , made first mention of this hot 
spring hut it was not until the Nine­ 
teenth century that Bunsen, the Ger­ 
man chemist, explained the action of 
such springs, after a visit to Iceland 
There are gey sers in most volcanic 
regions—notably in Yellowstone and 
New Zealand. 
Some of the American 
gey sers spout as high as 250 feet. The 
original 
Iceland 
gey ser 
Is 
erratic: 
sometimes it will blow to a height 
of 150 feet, hut ordinarily only 30 or 
40 feet, and sometimes it gets peevish 
and will not show off before visitors. 
Gey sers are caused by water coming 
in contact with hot rock underground 
umt'*r such conditions that steam is 
formed and the, water is ejected.—
